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Man, 28, drowns after 
being chased into sea 


Patrick Molloy had a violent past - but a 
friend pays tribute to ‘a fantastic bloke’

A MAN has drowned in 
Thailand after reportedly 
being driven into the sea 
by an angry mob at a 
disco. 

The Foreign Office confirmed 
that Patrick Molloy, 28, of 
Newmarket, died and that the 
British Embassy was in touch 
with his family. 

Two other men, believed to be 
from Cambridge, had to be 
rescued. 

Thai news reports said the 
Brits were chased into the sea by 
locals, who had been angered by 
their behaviour. 

Mr Molloy’s body was 
recovered from the Gulf of 
Thailand off the Thai resort of 
Pattaya on Sunday at about 
11.30am. 

He was unable to swim and 
failed to make it to a nearby 
inflatable banana boat. 

The second man was rescued 
by a Thai with a speedboat. The 
two men are believed to have

been involved in a fracas in a 
local disco known as Marine 2. It 
is not clear how it started. 

Mr Molloy, of St Mary’s 
Square, Newmarket, had a 
record of violent behaviour in 
Cambridgeshire and was banned 
from many pubs in the county as 
a result of a ‘Pubwatch’ move by 
the Cambridge Businessmen 
Against Crime. 

In 2008, he was sentenced to 
two years for violence in the 


Noble Art, in East Road, 
Cambridge and the Black Bull at 
Sawston. 

He was last sentenced to four 
months and two weeks 
imprisonment at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court on 
September 30 for beating a man. 
He was released after serving 
less than half the sentence. 

Ian Devine, prosecuting, said 
that Molloy “had shown 11 or 12 
years of violent behaviour”. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said: “We can confirm the death 
of a British National in Thailand 
and that we are in touch with 
his family.” 

Adam Handley, 31, a friend of 
Mr Molloy, said: “He was a 
fantastic bloke. Yes, he did have 
a past but he was a nice person. 

“With his friends and family 
he was absolutely superb. He 
has a daughter who has been 
well brought up - he was a 
superb father and a brilliant 
partner to his girlfriend. 

“He was one of the best friends 
to have.”

Warning after 
spate of shed 
break-ins 

POLICE patrols have increased 
after thieves targeted sheds and 
barns in a series of night time 
raids.

Protest over 
proposal for 
garden store 

PLANS for a garden store 
have been opposed by the 
town council after protests 
from residents. 

Newmarket Town Council’s 
development and planning 
committee decided to 
oppose the construction of 
a single-storey garden store 
alongside a house in 
Ferndale Close after 
neighbours voiced their 
concerns at a meeting on 
Monday. 

Gordon Duthie, of 
Brookfield Close, said the 
estate, which comprises 
Ferndale Close, Brookfields 
Close and Malcolm Way, 
was built to have clear 
views of open spaces and 
the garden store would 
obstruct it. 

He said: “Many people say 
it is the best estate in 
Newmarket and we 
wouldn’t want to see it 
changed. It will be 
completely out of character 
with the rest of the estate.” 

Four objections were made 
on Forest Heath District 
Council’s website, which is 
the planning authority for 
the area, stating concerns 
the garden store was too 
large and would sit too 
close to the pathway. 

The town council decided 
to oppose the plans and its 
objections will go forward to 
Forest Heath. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere 
added: “When this estate 
was designed it was 
designed so people could 
enjoy their gardens.”

Store is criticised 
over goods for sale 


A SUPERMARKET has 
been criticised for 
increasing the amount of 
non-food space in its 
proposals despite promises 
it was “predominantly a 
grocer”. 

Morrisons submitted a bid last 
year to build a 24,000 sq foot 
store on the old Newmarket 
gasworks site, in Exning Road, 
including 235 parking spaces 
and a mini roundabout. 

Chris Newsome, development 
director of Simons Group, 
which is bringing the plans 
forward with Morrisons, said 
public opinion was behind their 
bid at a meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council’s development 
and planning committee on 
Monday. 

He said: “One of the specific 
points is they have the least 
amount of non-food floor space 
of the other plans. They are 
predominantly a grocer.” 

He added: “They only sell 15 
to 20 per cent of non-food 
products, which is important in 
terms of town centre

protection.” 

At two public exhibitions in 
September, more than 600 
people voiced their opinions 
about the plans and 99 per cent 
of respondents were in favour of 
Morrisons’ bid. 

Mr Newsome said: “This was 
because it is regeneration of a 
disused, contaminated site and 
because people like Morrisons 
as a brand.” 

However, concerns were 
raised by councillors that 
Morrisons had originally said it 
would not sell non-food items as 
that might threaten independent 
retailers in the town. 

Cllr Caroline Pearce said: “You 
said at our last meeting 
Morrisons didn’t do any clothing 
but that is not true because they 
do in the Morrisons in 
Cambourne.” 

Mr Newsome admitted he 
wasn’t clear on what had been 
promised before but said there 
was guaranteed to be no more 
than 15 to 20 per cent of non¬ 


food floor space. 

Cllr Chris Turner said: “It has 
changed from no non-food items 
to up to 20 per cent.” 

However, Cllr Joy Uney said 
the council should remember 
some people might want to buy 
their clothes from supermarkets. 

She said: “There are families 
who do want to buy affordable 
children’s clothing. 

“We do have to balance it. We 
do applaud the retailers but we 
do have to represent young 
families in the town.” 

Cllr Keith Bovill said the town 
council had already resolved to 
support Morrisons’ proposal and 
councillors voted unanimously 
to put pressure on Forest Heath 
about when a decision would be 
made. 

Planning permission is also 
being sought from Forest Heath 
District Council to approve 
plans for a Sainbury’s as part of 
development on the George 
Lambton Fields, to increase the 
size of the Tesco’s in Fordham 
Road and to build an Asda at the 
end of the High Street near 
Black Bear Lane.

Moves to revamp 
bus pass travel 


CONCESSIONARY bus 
pass holders with disa¬ 
bilities may be able to travel 
free at all times if plans are 
approved. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet will meet on December 
11 to reconsider enhancing the 
bus pass scheme, which 
currently allows older people 
and the disabled to travel for 
free off peak - between 9.30am 
and 11pm on weekdays and all 
day at weekends. 

Concerns were raised after a 
decision was taken in July to 
double the value of travel 
vouchers but not extend times 
when bus pass holders can 
travel for free. 

The scrutiny committee 
demanded the cabinet re- 
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consider the decision as they felt 
that not enough consultation 
had taken place. 

The cabinet will consider 
enhancing the scheme by 
extending hours to 9am rather 
than 9.30am, removing all time 
restrictions for the disabled or 
increasing the value of travel 
vouchers, given instead of 
passes, from £50 to £100. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet 
member responsible for roads, 
planning and transport, said: 
“People’s access to public 
transport is a key issue so it’s 
important that we get the 
decision on how we deliver this 
national scheme right. 

“That is why I welcome the 
scrutiny and additional con¬ 


sultation this decision had 
undergone.” 

In the consultation, 2,492 
responses were received from 
pass holders, bus operatives and 
representative groups. 

Cllr McGregor said: “We will 
not be considering this until 
December 11 which will give all 
cabinet members an opportunity 
to review the information. 

“The decision will have to 
balance the needs of service 
users and the financial 
implications of any enhance¬ 
ments.” 

Concessionary passes were 
administered by district and 
borough councils until April last 
year when they were handed 
over to the county council and 
cost-cutting measures meant the 
times were limited.

Man, 40, accused over firearms burglary 


A MAN has been charged following a 
burglary in Barton Mills where firearms 
were snatched. 

Trevor Perkins, 40, of Blakeney Farm

PM risking 
credibility 

Sir, Lord Leveson has been very 
smart. He has put forward a 
proposal that even a 
Conservative-ied Government 
should be able to implement, and 
that would constitute a piece of 
real progress. His 'third way' - 
neither statutory regulation nor 
self-regulation, but genuinely 
independent regulation set up by 
the Press itself and with the state 
in the background merely 
'underpinning' all this - is 
impossible for the Conservatives 
to credibly reject. Nevertheless, 
remarkably, David Cameron is 
seeking for them to reject it, 
apparently still believing, even 
after the hacking scandal, that the 
Press should be allowed to self- 
regulate. 

Let's remember that Cameron 
promised to implement Leveson 
unless it was "bonkers". It clearly 
is not bonkers. The PM's 
credibility will be completely 
blown, if he doesn't implement it 
in full. 

If Cameron were a statesman, 
then he'd understand in any case 
that this is a time to go beyond 
the normal Conservative worship 
of 'free markets' - a worship that 
the financial crisis and the 
bankers' irresponsibility has 
already thrown into disrepute. 
Some kind of reining in of the 
worst excesses of the tabloid 
national Press is what the public 
overwhelmingly demands. 

But Cameron's reaction to 
Leveson suggests that he is not a 
statesman. He is in danger of 
throwing away an absolutely 
golden opportunity to stop the 
Press ever abusing its powers 


again, as it has done in the 
hacking scandal. 

The national Press must be given 
a deadline to come up with an 
acceptable independent 
regulatory body, that Parliament 
can 'underpin'. We've waited 
hundreds of years to have some 
effective oversight of how 
newspapers investigate and what 
they print. The opportunity, this 
time, mustn't be wasted. 

By not implementing Leveson in 
full, Cameron would be 
abandoning this unique 
opportunity to rein in the 
unethical excesses of parts of the 
Press, and in doing so would be 
betraying every single victim of 
phone hacking - including the 
Dowiers and McCanns.

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Man in knife attack 
set free after delay 


A MAN who injured his 
girlfriend with a knife has 
been released from prison 
because he has spent so 
long behind bars awaiting 
sentencing. 

Jake Dance, 19, of St George 
Street, Newmarket, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court last 
Tuesday charged with assault 
causing actual bodily harm, 
common assault and possession 
of a knife in a public place. 

He had pleaded guilty to all 
three offences at a previous 
hearing and has been in custody 
since April 25 while lawyers 
tried to obtain a psychiatric 
assessment. The court heard the 
report had still not been 
produced but Dance was 
anxious to be sentenced. 

Judge John Devaux said 


Dance would be released from 
custody immediately as he had 
served 215 days on remand, 
which was almost the 
equivalent of 18 months in a 
Young Offenders Institution. 

Alice Newton, prosecuting, 
said Dance had been arrested on 
April 25 after he became 
aggressive with his girlfriend 
when she told him she thought 
they should have a break in 
their relationship. 

After grabbing his girlfriend 
by the wrists, he said: “If I 
haven't got you, my life is not 
worth living.” 

Ms Newton said Dance 
snatched a knife from a drawer 
and held it to his own wrist 
before running from the house 
and being arrested. 

The defendant told the police 
there was “no chance” he would 


have injured her. But Ms 
Newton said that as a result of 
that incident, police discovered 
Dance had slashed a three-inch 
cut on his girlfriend’s hand with 
a knife on November 25 last 
year after getting into one of his 
“mental states”. This had not 
been reported at the time. 

Samantha Leigh, mitigating, 
said: “This is an extremely 
difficult and troubled young 
man.” 

Dance had been diagnosed as 
having a split personality but he 
had taken medicine in custody 
which had helped, she said. 

Judge Devaux imposed a 12- 
month community order with a 
supervision requirement. 

A restraining order was also 
made forbidding Dance from 
making contact with his former 
partner for the next five years.

Reserve expands 
after £400k boost 


A WILDLIFE reserve has 
raised £400,000 to 
increase its size. 

RSPB Lakenheath Fen, 
between the villages of 
Lakenheath and Hockwold, 
has bought 59 acres of arable 
farmland near the Norfolk and 
Suffolk borders, north of the 
Little Ouse River. 

Staff hope to turn the land 
into grazing marsh and reed 
beds to encourage the breeding 
of rare birds such as bitterns 
and cranes. 


The reserve is already home 
to 11 per cent of the UK’s 
breeding female bitterns and 
13 per cent of breeding cranes. 

Dave Rogers, site manager at 
the reserve, said: “This 
exciting addition to the reserve 
will allow us to recreate 
habitat in the Fens, where only 
two per cent of the original 
wetland remains. 

“Our cranes and many other 
species already use the land 
we have on the north side of 
the river and adding in these 
fields will allow us to create 


new habitat for them as well as 
make the land we already have 
a little wetter and more 
interesting.” 

RSPB Lakenheath Fen is 
open at all times and the 
visitor centre is open daily 
from 9am to 5pm apart from 
December 24-31. 

Entry is free for RSPB 
members while non members 
pay a £2 car park charge.

FRUIT AND NUT 
BUTTONS 
(Makes 24) 

200g good-quality dark 
chocolate 

150g freeze-dried fruits 
lOOg chopped mixed nuts 
Place the chocolate in a 
heatproof bowl over a pan 
of boiling water. Do not 
allow the bowl to touch the 


water. Stir until melted. 

Remove from heat and 
stir in half the freeze-dried 
fruit and three-quarters of 
the mixed nuts. 

Stir until all the fruit and 
nuts are covered in 
chocolate and spoon into 
button or sweet moulds. 

While the chocolate is 
still wet, sprinkle the 
remaining fruit and nuts 
over the top of each button. 

Allow to set completely 
before removing from the 
button tray. 

TOP TIP: Drop a handful of 
the buttons into a gift bag 
and embellish with a 
customised bag topper. 

CANDY VODKA 
(Makes a 250ml bottle) 

For the vodka: 

I family size bag of Skittles 
35cl bottle of good-quality 
vodka 

For presentation: 

II airtight jar 

250ml presentation bottle 
Coffee filter paper or muslin 
Start by separating all the 
colours of Skittles. You will 
end up with five different 
options for your candy 
vodka. You could use both 
red and purple in the same 
jar - the more sweets you 
add, the sweeter the vodka 
will become. 

If working with a 
different colour, remember 
that green leaves a bitter 



Recipe: On the button 


taste so take those out 
unless you like a slightly 
sour tang! 

Place the chosen colour 
Skittles into the bottom of 
the airtight jar and pour in 
half the bottle of vodka.

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FLYING THE FLAG: Terry Hutt is an ardent royalist and veteran campaigner 


worth the wait 


Veteran campaigner and royalist Terry Hutt is feeling fit after a stay in 
the hospital he's been fighting to save - and nothing would stop him 
from seeing William and Kate in Cambridge last week. 

Interview by LOUISE MARTIN. 


^ INCE the Duke and Duchess 
^of Cambridge tied the knot 
Jlast summer, ardent royalist 
and veteran campaigner Terry 
Hutt had been awaiting their 
first official visit and, after a year 
of ill health for both him and his 
wife Joy, he was delighted to be well 
enough for the occasion. 

Born in London, Terry’s affection for the royal 
family was sparked when he met the Queen 
Mother when he was just 4 years old. 

“We met during the Blitz when she visited 
areas of north London,” remembers Terry, 77. 
“I’m one of 12 from a poor family and it was 
always embedded in to me how important it 
was that I’d met the Queen Mother.” 

Terry’s respect for the nation’s first family 
continued to grow, but it wasn’t until he was in 
his 50s, and had taken early retirement after 
undergoing major heart surgery, that his 
fascination for all things royal was born. 

“I was just being nosy really,” he laughs. “I 
kept on seeing them on the TV and I had more 
spare time than before, so I decided to go and 
have a look.” 

Terry began joining the crowds at many royal 
occasions and with each visit his affection 
deepened. 

“I met the Queen for the first time when I was 
58,” he explains. “I’d just retired and I decided I 
wanted to see what was going on, so I went to 
Clarence House.” 

Since that first encounter with the Queen 
nearly 20 years ago, Terry has been in the crowds 
at many royal occasions and even manages to 
get a few words with her majesty from time to 
time. 

“She knows me as the Union Jack man as I’m 
always dressed up in red, white and blue,” he 
laughs. “They’re my colours and she’ll always 
talk to me; we’ve talked about her mum before.” 

Last year, Terry, who lives inWhaddon, near 
Royston, made the headlines when he braved 
wind and rain to camp out in London for four 
nights before the wedding ofWilliam and Kate. 
And he arrived in Cambridge bright and early 
last Wednesday morning for their arrival in their 


title city. 

“I’ve moved around all my life but why 
should I end up in Cambridge and then they’re 
named Duke and Duchess of Cambridge? I’ve 
been pretty close to them before and a minute 
in their presence is worth a three or four-day 
wait.” 

To mark the royal wedding, Terry sent a card 
to the happy couple wishing them happiness in 
their new life. He received a letter of thanks 
from the Queen’s office, which he has filed 
safely with his many other letters of thanks and 
recognition from the Lady in Waiting, which he 
has received over the years. 

Before Terry heads off around the country on 
a royal expedition, he carries out some careful 
planning. “A few days before an event I go and 
do my homework,” he smiles. 

“Royalists from all over the world who I have 
met along the way keep in contact and they 
want to know where I’m going to be, so we work 
it so that we try to keep together. I make sure I 
know where I’m going to stand and I take 
supplies for the week: a groundsheet, tent and 
food.” 

But it’s not just happy occasions the avid 
royalist has attended. Following the death of 
Princess Diana he spent two weeks in the 
capital paying his respects and rearranging the 
many floral tributes. 

“Diana was one of my favourite members of 
the royal family,” he admits. “She brought a 
difference to them, she modernised them and 
she had time for everyone.” 

Terry met with the late princess early in his 
campaigning career. “I support homeless 
people and I would often take bags of clothes 
and blankets to London. On one occasion I met 
Diana outside Barts (St Bartholomew’s) 

Hospital where they were opening a residential 
home for the homeless.” 

As well as the homeless, Terry has 
campaigned for a vast range of causes over the 
last two decades including pensioners rights, 
animal rights, safety issues, hospitals and even 
public toilets. 

“The first campaign I did was The National 
Heart Hospital in London, because they saved 
my life,” he explains. “That’s where I had my 
triple bypass. The hospital is closed now, but I

campaigned for many months.” 

Terry has been fighting for many years 
against the redevelopment of Royston 
Hospital, and when he was admitted there 
following a shoulder operation earlier this 
year, he continued his campaign from his 
bed while wearing a Royston Hospital 
Action Group T-shirt. 

“I’m now going back there for 
physiotherapy,” he says. “I think the team 
are fantastic. The therapy is just as 
important as the operation and I owe the 
therapy to them so I’ll continue to 
campaign for the hospital because I want it 
to stay” 

Public toilets are another topic high on 
Terry’s campaigning list: why? “Because 
everybody needs the toilet”, he says. “I’m a 
great believer in toilets; I’ve saved toilets up 
and down the country” 

Terry’s tireless campaigning has seen 
him appear on national TV and 
newspapers around the world. He is 
particularly proud of his near one-metre- 
high pile of newspaper cuttings which 
document his passion for both Queen and 
country 

“I say to my children ‘when I’m dead and 
buried you can throw them, burn them, do 
what you want with’, but 
it’s important to me now that I keep 
them.” 

Last year Terry campaigned for a 
particularly personal cause. Having being 
exposed to asbestos for more than 35 years, 
he began suffering breathing problems 
and, in 2005, an X-ray at Addenbrooke’s 
revealed he had contracted a patch of a 
condition which can lead to the rare and 
fatal cancer, mesothelioma. 


“After I’d done my National Service I 
worked for big firms as a carpenter and 
joiner. We were working with asbestos and 
we were told it wasn’t dangerous and they 
gave us a pint of milk to drink every day 
while we were using it to clear the dust. 

“No-one questioned it in those days and 
they knew it was dangerous, but you had to 
work, you had a living to make.” 

The grandad-of-three manages his 
breathing difficulties with the help of 
inhalers and is regularly checked for signs 
of the cancer. 

When Terry received confirmation that 
the Government had re-established a 
scheme for people whose health has been 
affected as a result of exposure to the lethal 
substance, he knew straightaway he 
wanted to promote this both for himself 
and others. 

Terry’s dedication to helping people and 
fighting for what he believes in has got him 
into trouble with the police but he doesn’t 
let it stop him. 

“I do get arrested sometimes. I always 
say I go to win, I never give up and that’s 
what I’m about. But when I finish I come 
back home to my family and I pick up 
where I left off.” 

Last week Terry was again indulging his 
passion for the royal family but he’s still 
thinking about his campaigns. 

“It’s a privilege to be around to help the 
good causes and I enjoy supporting people. 
Not everybody likes the Queen and die 
royal family but I’m here for anyone who 
wants help, what I do with my spare time is 
down to me. I just believe in helping other 
people.”

Public calls for 
sport facilities 


KEEP our sports 
facilities - that has been 
the overwhelming 
request of a con¬ 
sultation on the fate of 
two surplus middle 
school sites. 

More than 100 Newmarket 
residents responded to a 
public consultation on the 
future use of the town’s two 
middle schools, Scaltbeck, in 
Elizabeth Avenue, and St 
Felix, in Fordham Road. 

Both schools closed in July 
after Suffolk County Council 
decided to abolish middle 
schools when they switched 
from a three-tier to a two-tier 
education system. 

Consultation options A to 
D all included mixed housing 
developments, ranging from 
100 to 300 homes. But Option 
B suggested keeping the 
playing fields at the Scaltback 
site. 

In the report, 66 
respondents called for the 
Scaltback site to remain a 
centre for leisure and 
community sports because it 
hosts Newmarket Rugby 


■ LIZZY BUCHAN 


Club, Newmarket Joggers and 
St Phillip Badminton Club. 

One comment read: “If 
Suffolk County Council has 
either the sense of obligation 
or a desire to maintain a 
facility providing access to 
sporting activities for the 
young and not so young in 
the Newmarket area, then 
option B is the only choice 
with a chance of achieving 
this.” 

Other suggestions included 
a community centre and 
housing for vulnerable adults. 

Due to shortages of primary 
school places, council officers 
are considering extending an 
existing primary school or 
moving it to the Scaltbeck 
site. 

Fairstead House School, in 
Fordham Road, has expressed 
an interest in buying the St 
Felix site to extend their 
sporting facilities. 

The majority of responses 
for the St Felix site were in 
favour of a mix of uses, 
including housing, 

employment, community use 


and open space. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet 
member for environment and 
property management at 
Suffolk County Council, said: 
“It is important that we 
understand what it is the 
community values before 
making decisions about the 
future of these sites. 

“If it becomes clear that 
Scaltback is suitable for 
relocating one of the town’s 
existing primary schools, the 
site is likely to still have the 
capacity to retain and 
possibly increase community 
use. 

“I am committed to 
safeguarding what is already 
working well and supporting 
new viable options that come 
forward.” 

The county council will 
take the consultation into 
account and make a decision 
on the future of both sites in 
Easter 2013.

How did you 
feel when you learnt you'd 
won the part? 

I was elated. It's a fantastic 
role and my first ever musical, 
so in itself it's a wonderful 
challenge. She's such a fun 
character to play because 
there are so many levels to 
her - she's a bit sassy and 
ambitious, she's a survivor and 
figures out very quickly how 
to keep her head above water. 

You've been on tour for 
months - has any part of 
Roxie rubbed off on you? 

I don't know - I guess with all

There is a 
lot on the internet but I 
decided I didn't want to 
watch too much and so just 
worked on the script and 
went through the rehearsal 
process to find my own Roxie. 
Of course it feels like very big 
shoes to fill and lots of 
fantastic people have played 
the role, but like any other 
part, you make it your own. 

Are you looking forward to 
your trip to Cambridge?

Are you faking it this year?

H owever much fake 
Christmas trees have 
improved over the years, 
I don't think I'll ever allow 
myself to buy one, as they 
never match the colour, texture 
and scent of the real thing. 

However, it seems I'm in the 
minority, as according to a new Which? 
report, less than one in five of us will 
have a real Christmas tree this year. 

It's a claim disputed by many garden 
centres, which say the sales of their real 
trees haven't diminished and that this 
year should be a bumper year for 
quality trees because of the strong new 
growth they will have made thanks to 
the heavy rainfall in the past couple of 
years. 

There has been concern that prices 
of real trees may be higher this year 
because of a mysterious disease called 
current season needle necrosis (CSNN) 
which has hit British-grown Christmas 
trees, turning needles brown during the 
summer before they drop off.

CSNN is associated with a fungus 
which is similar to apple scab, causing 
some of the needles in Nordmann firs 
to go brown in July and August. 

However, this year's trees won't be 
affected as only healthy trees are cut for 
sale, according to the British Christmas 
Tree Growers Association (BCTGA). 

However, CSNN could affect the 
number of marketable trees in future 
years if it continues to hit UK and 
European trees, the association warns. 

It has been a problem for Christmas 
tree growers in the US for many years, 
but it is only in the last two years that it 
has become more noticeable in the 
European crop. 

The tree fungus scare could be a 
storm in a teacup, says Tim Clapp, head 
of trees and horticulture for The Garden 


Centre Group, which represents 129 
UK garden centres. 

"It won't affect our supplies at all," he 
says. 

"Necrosis is nothing new and it's not 
a killer which would wipe out fields of 
Nordmanns. Customers need not worry 
because a tree with necrosis won't be 
cut and put out for sale, because it 
looks dead. 

"I think it's hit the press because of 
the problem we've got with ash 
dieback." 

Necrosis has not affected award¬ 
winning garden centre chain Hillier's 
supplies and in fact it's been such a 
great growing year for trees that Hillier 
is dropping its prices. A 6ft Nordmann 
will cost £39.99, £5 less than last year. 

Pip Bensley, Hillier nursery stock 


buyer, says of CSNN: "The problem is 
that no one has identified what's 
happening. The fungus has been 
around for years but without research 
we don't know if it has changed or what 
will happen. It's a case of watching and 
waiting." 

Work is currently being undertaken 
by Scandinavian and British growers to 
better understand the condition. 

The BCTGA has started fungicide 
trials on a wood of 1,000 Nordmann 
firs in the Midlands. 

It recently approved a CSNN strategy 
to gain sufficient knowledge over the 
next year to be able to prevent CSNN - 
currently a relatively minor problem for 
most British growers - becoming more 
widespread. 

As for the fake versus real argument, 
Bensley says: "For us, fake trees don't 
outsell real trees. When times are 
tough, people return to childhood 
values and Christmas is very much a 
time where the act of going out to 
choose a tree together as a family is 
reassuring." 

The Which? survey did not correlate 
with a survey of 2,000 people by B&Q, 
which found that 55% of British people 
will choose a real tree over a fake one. 

The advantages of fake trees are 
obvious - they don't shed needles, can 
be easily shaped to requirements and 
last a long time. 

But Harry Brightwell, secretary of the 
BCTGA, says the value of real Christmas 
trees needs to be emphasised, 
particularly their pine scent. 


"If people aren't buying a real tree, 
they are missing out on a real 
Christmas," he says. 

"Reports say that looking at a tree has 
a soothing effect which is going to be 
helpful over the Christmas period for 
many people. People are also becoming 
more green in their thinking. 

"Christmas trees are a crop which is 
grown and is helping the environment 
and wildlife, taking carbon dioxide out 
of the air. They're also recyclable. 

"The fact that they are grown in 
Britain means it's giving employment to 
people in Britain, whereas a lot of 
artificial trees are made in China and 
won't be helping our balance of 
payments. 

"Going out and buying a real tree as 
a family is great. Getting an artificial 
one out of the loft is not going to create 
a priceless memory. If you get a fake 
tree, you're giving up on Christmas." 

Perhaps part of the reason people 
plump for fake trees is because they 
don't know how to keep cut trees 
looking fresh. This is what you should 
do. 

■ After you have bought your tree, it 
should be kept outside in a cool shaded 
place, preferably standing in water, until 
it is required indoors. 

■ Before bringing the tree indoors, cut 
half an inch off the butt to open up the 
pores of the tree. 

■ Mount it in a water-holding stand or 
wedge it in a bucket with pebbles, small 
stones or screwed up newspaper and 
place it away from direct heat.

B RYONY Kimmings is sitting 
in a Cambridge cafe with 
a vanilla latte, ideas for 
this year's Junction Christmas 
show, DIY Nativity , bubbling 
forth between sips. 

Petite and enthusiastic, this St Ives- 
born 31-year-old is responsible for 
some of the biggest, most outlandish 
ideas the city's arts scene has had to 
handle, and which have made a name 
for her in Edinburgh, London and 
beyond. 

If you haven't seen her work already, 
let me fill you in. Her first show, 2010's 
Sex Idiot , explored the stigmas 
surrounding STIs and included a 
memorable stunt in which she wore a 
moustache made from hair contributed 
by the audience. Then in Seven Day 
Drunk we saw her getting sloshed for a 
week-long experiment about the 
relationship between alcohol and 
creativity. She's since done several 
children's shows at the Battersea Arts 
Centre (sober, naturally). 

As well as their loud themes, her 
productions are characterised by wild 
costumes, silly song-and-dance 
numbers and plenty of audience 
interaction: she might have a message, 
but she says it with style. 

First up, Bryony, are you 
a fan of Christmas? 


Yes. It's always bsen a big thing in 
our family. My nr urn's really into 
Christmas - she':; not one of those

What are the Ki timings' 

Christmas traditions? 

I do Christmas d nner and my two 
sisters and my nisces and nephews 
come over, and we watch The Muppet 
Christmas Carol. We always go out on 
Christmas Eve to the Ollie Cromwell [in 
St Ives], which nreans we're all 
hungover on Christmas Day. 

Tell us about DIY Nativity. 

It's about what Christmas means to 
people. And because I'm so into 
Christmas, when I got commissioned to 
do it by The Junction I wanted to 
include some other characters with 


different views. So I've got Stuart 
Bowden, who's worked with kids and is 
interested in 

the religious side of it, and Sam 
Halmarack, who's a musician and a bit 
of a sourpuss. 

The premise is that me and Stuart 
are trying to put on this show and 
convince Sam how great Christmas is. 
So we're trying to present our best idea 
of Christmas, which everyone in the 
audience will have their own opinion 
on too. A lot of it is up to the audience, 
so if they say Christmas is about 
presents I might get four or five people 
to come and assemble a toy kitchen in 
a race. Or get someone to write a 
Christmas number 1, or read a Queen's 
speech, or do something with a giant 
turkey. . . 

The idea is that at one point we give up 
on Sam, and then finally he realises the 
importance of Christmas. 


I want it to be a celebration, and 
people don't have to join in if they 
don't want to. 

But usually in my shows I build up to 
asking people to join in, holding their 
hand so they feel very safe and not too 
silly. 

What were your aims in writing it? 

It had to be really silly and weird, it had 
to be audience-based - I love things 
like The Generation Game, where 
people had to make things. And it had 
to tell a really good story. We went 
through loads of stories - A Christmas 
Carol and even The Twits - but the idea 
of doing The Nativity seemed perfect. It 
felt risky but also very familiar. 

Other theatres in Cambridge have got a 
panto, and one's got George's 
Marvellous Medicine, which will be 
lovely - but The Junction needs 
something different. 

Do you like pantos? 

No. But I don't like musicals either, 
which people think is weird. 

My dad's always been in pantos 
and always plays the dame, so for 
me it just represents complete 
embarrassment. That's what I don't 
want my show to be. 

Everyone remembers their school 
nativity play. Who were you in yours? 

I was Mary! And David Richards, 
my boyfriend, was Joseph. I remember 
being SO happy that I didn't have to be 
a sheep. I think it was the beginning of 
my theatre career, actually. 

You mentioned Christmas Number 
ones. What's your favourite? 

I love Driving Home For Christmas. 

But I don't like the Slade one. Or Mr 
Blobby.

SEVEN PSYCHOPATHS 
certificate 15,1h 50m 

A HOLLYWOOD screenwriter with 
crippling creative block finds inspiration 
in the most unlikely places in Martin 
McDonagh’s twisted black comedy. 

Booze-swilling Irish scribe Marty 
(Colin Farrell) has reached an impasse 
with a script called Seven Psychopaths, 
much to the chagrin of his long-suffering 
girlfriend Kaya (Abbie Cornish). 

When Marty mentions this to best 
friend Billy (Sam Rockwell), a jobbing 
actor who is involved in a dog-napping 
scam with elderly associate Hans 
(Christopher Walken), Billy places a 
newspaper advert asking bona fide 
psychopaths to share their life stories. 

Step forward madman Zachariah (Tom 
Waits) who, in return for sharing his 
grisly past, asks Marty to include a 
message to his accomplice during the 
film’s credits, jesting that he will kill the 
screenwriter if the declaration is cut. 


Meanwhile, Billy and Hans kidnap a 
pedigree pooch called Bonny, unaware 
the dog is the pride and joy of sadistic 
gangster Charlie Costello (Woody 
Harrelson). 

When Charlie discovers the four¬ 
legged object of his affections has been 
abducted from dog walker Sharice 
(Gabourey Sidibe), retribution is swift 
and brutal. 

Seven Psychopaths balances giggles, 
gore and giddiness, spattering the 
screen with lashings of blood. 

Farrell is somewhat bland but Walken, 
Rockwell and Harrelson savour their 
colourful supporting characters, whose 
fates become inextricably entwined in 
the desert. 

While it falls agonisingly short of 
McDonagh’s 2008 debut In Bruges, it is 
nevertheless an entertaining ensemble 
piece which aims a shotgun squarely 
between the eyes of political 
correctness.

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More women take to roads Ford's SUV gets even smarter 

- insurance check advised 


MILLIONS more women are 
taking to the road, while 
driving among men in their 20s 
is on the decline. 

The number of women holding 
driving licences rose 14 per cent 
between 1995 and 2010, a travel 
trends report revealed this week. 

But over the same period, driver- 
licence holding among men aged 
20-29 dipped 14 per cent. 

The biggest increase in women 
drivers has come in north east 
England, said the report which 
was co-sponsored by the RAC 
Foundation, the Office of Rail 
Regulation (ORR), the Indepen¬ 
dent Transport Commission and 
Transport Scotland. 

The average distance women 
drove rose 22 per cent between 
1995 and 2010, with - again - the 
biggest rise being in the north east. 

Women also contributed to the 
big growth in rail travel during the 
same period, says the report. 

In mileage terms, rail passenger 
travel increased 54 per cent 
between 1995 and 2010, with the 
women passenger rate rising 86 
per cent. In the same period, 
company car mileage - mainly a 
preserve of men - fell 50 per cent. 



GET A MOVE ON: Women need to 
check their insurance policy 
arrangements before December 21 

The report pointed to a number 
of social trends for the increase in 
women’s travel patterns.These 
included women having their first 
child at a later date on average, 
more women working and increas¬ 
ed life expectancy for women. 

The report said that London was 
the only British region prior to the 
2008 recession to see a decline in 
traffic. 

The report said the situation in 
London was probably due not just 
to the introduction of the 
Congestion Charge and investment 
in public transport and cycling, 
but also a steep drop in company 


Also, London had a large 
number of immigrants and young 
adults - two groups which drive 
less than average. 

RAC Foundation director Pro¬ 
fessor Stephen Glaister said: “This 
report reveals we overwhelmingly 
remain a country of car drivers. 

“Strikingly it is women who 
have increasingly gotten behind 
the wheel. This is a reflection of 
their growing social and financial 
independence over recent decades. 

“The big question is: what will 
happen with young men? Will 
they take up driving as they age 
and their domestic and financial 
circumstances change, or will they 
go their whole lives without 
feeling the need to get a car?” 

Meanwhile Vicky Ford, Conser¬ 
vative MEP for the East of 
England, is urging women to check 
their car insurance policies and to 
consider renewing policies before 
a new EU ruling comes into effect 
on December 21. 

According to industry estimates 
younger women drivers in 
particular could see an escalation 
in their insurance premiums. 

“Check your policy before 
Christmas,” Mrs Ford commented.

Could BMW’s carbon fibre 
i3 spell the end for steel? 



AS with almost any field 
of technology, the issue 
in the world of motoring 
is not that the solutions 
to problems aren’t 
available, it’s just that 
they’re too expensive, 
writes Matt Joy. 

You could go out tomorrow 
and buy a family car that will 
do 200mpg while emitting no 
harmful gases whatsoever - 
you’d just have to pay £200,000 
to get it. 

The hard work really comes 
in trying to make these 
solutions less expensive so that 
they can be used more widely. 

BMW is negotiating such a 
hurdle right now as it readies 
its i3 and i8 electric vehicles 
for market launch in 2013. 

Both cars have a carbon fibre 
structure rather than steel or 
aluminium, which will make it 
the first mass-produced vehicle 
to use this material. 


Carbon fibre has been 
around in various forms for 
decades and has been widely 
used in the aerospace industry. 

But until now, automotive 
applications were limited to 
low-volume and high-price 
sports cars: the McLaren FI 
supercar had a carbon fibre 
structure and cost £634,500 in 
1994. BMW believes it is 


making the jump from 
specialist applications to 
mainstream usage thanks to a 
partnership with carbon fibre 
specialist SGL. 

Based in Moses Lake, 
Washington, SGL imports what 
is described as “precursor” 
composite strand to its factory. 

It’s here that it goes through 
a relatively simple but 


precisely controlled process of 
heating and stretching. 

Resembling a 21st century 
textile mill, the factory is 
dominated by 1,800m lengths 
of the material. It’s wound on 
to a spool and then shipped to 
Europe where it is layered up 
to create the structure of the i3 
and i8. 

The key difference is that 
this carbonfibre is effectively 
stitched together during this 
process rather than the 
traditional weave, and this 
cost-saving measure gives a 
huge advantage. 

Whereas a steel or alumin¬ 
ium structure would be 
cheaper in material cost, the 
metal alternative requires more 
panels and greater robotic and 
human input to create the 
finished article: the i3’s carbon 
structure requires one-tenth as 
many panels and is simply 
bonded rather than welded. 

Soon, every car on the road 
could be 30 per cent lighter. 


Subaru unveils new Forester 


SUBARU has confirmed a new 
version of the Forester SUV for 
next year, with a choice of 
three engines and two gear¬ 
boxes. 

The Forester is set to be faster 
and more efficient than the 
outgoing model but will keep 
the signature Symmetrical All- 
Wheel-Drive system that gives 
Subaru cars their fabled 


traction. 

The three available Boxer 
engines will be positioned low 
in the chassis to give the 
Forester a lower-than-typical 
centre of gravity to place it 
among the most dynamically 
capable of all SUVs. 

Two 2.0-litre engines with 
148bhp will form the backbone 
of the range.
